Washington, July 
ranza was informed tonight 
handed to his ambassador here that 
he Washington government is pre- 
pared to submit to a joint international 
commission the task of seeking a solu- 
tion of border problems. 

The proposal of the de facto gov- 
ernment for a commission is accepted, 
however. with the suggestion that the 
powers of the commissioners be en- 
larged beyond the limits proposed in 
the Mexican note of July 12. 

Agreement to this suggestion is ex- 
pected and it was stated officially 
tonight that the American members 


would be appointed and the commis- 
sion be assembled at some point in the 
United States at an early date. 

Text of the Note. 

Following is the full text of Acting 
Secretary Polk's note as delivered to 
Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican ambassador 
designate, after it had been approved 
today by President Wilson and his cab- 
inet: 

Sir: I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your communica- 
tion of July 12, last, in which you 
transcribe a note addressed to me by 
the secretary of foreign relations of 
your government, and to request that 
you will be good enough to transmit 
to him the following reply: 

Mr. Secretary: I have the 
acknowledge receipt of y 
lency’s note transmitted under 
uly 12 by Eliseo Arredondo, 
government's confidential 
Washington, informing me that y 
excellency has received’ instructio 
from the citizen first chief to the con- 
stitutionalist army charged with the 
exécutive power of the union to pro- 
pose that each of our governments 
name three commissioners who shall 
hoid conferences at some place to be 
mutually agreed upon and decide forth- 
with the question relating to the evac- 
uation of the American forces now in 
Mexico, and to draw up and conclude 
a protocol or agreement regarding the 
reciprocal crossing of the frontier by 
the forces of both countries, also to 
determine the origin of the incursions 
to date, in order to fix the responsi- 
bility therefor and definitely to settle 
the difficulties now pending or those 
which may arise between the two coun- 
tries on account of the same or a simi- 
lar reason: all of which shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of both govern- 
ments. 

For Border Powers. 


In reply I have the honor 


to state 


tchat I have jaid your excellency’s note 


before the president and have received 
his instructions to inform your excel- 
lency that the government of the Unit- 
ed States is disposed to accept the pro- 
posal of the Mexican government in 
the same spirit of frank cordiality in 
which it is made. This government 
believes, and suggests, however, that 
the powers of the proposed commis- 
sion should be enlarged so that, if 
happily a solution satisfactory to both 
governments of the question set forth 
in your excellency’s communication 
may be reached, the commission may 
also consider such other matters and 
friendly arrangement of which would 
tend to improve the relations of the 
two countries; it being understood that 
such recommendations as the commis- 
sion may make shall not be binding 
upon the respective governments until 
formally accepted by them. 

Should this proposal be accepted by 
your excellency’s government, I have 
the honor to state that this govern- 
ment will proceed immediately to ap- 
point its commissioners, and fix, after 
consultation with your’ excellency’s 
government, the time and place and 
other details of the proposed confer- 
ences, 

Accept, Mr. Secretary, the assurances 
of my highest consideration.

ALL GIRARD LIQUOR 
IN HANDS OF SHERIFF 


Montgomery, Ala., July 28.—Judge J. 
S. Williams today relieved the various 
constables who seized the liquors in 
Girard’s sensational raids last May of 
responsibility, and concentrated the en- 
tire lot, estimated at $301,500 wholesale 
value, in the charge of Sheriff R. E. 
Lindsey. The sheriff will be responsi- 
ble for the liquor until the state su- 
preme court decides the appealed cases, 
tried in the recent special term of 
court. The supreme court will make 
the liquor cases preferred ones, and a 
decision is expected during the Octo- 
ber term. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 28.—Attorney 
Frank DeGraffenreid, who defended the 
liquor cases in Rfssell county, grow- 
ing out of the raids at Girard last 
May, here tonight announced that two 
arrests have been made on indictments 
returned by the recent special grand 
jury. W. D. O'Halloran, white, and 
a negro, surrendered themselves to 
Sheriff Lindsey, he stated, when they 
were informed indictments had been re- 
turned against them. Both made bond. 
Mr. DeGraffenreid also stated that 300 
bottles of whisky destroyed yesterday 
at Girard was liquor not claimed by 
any of the defendants.

ONLY $665,000 PAID 
FOR TITANIC DISASTER 


New York, July 28.—With the pay- 
ment of $665,000 outside of court the 
White Star line stands absolved of all 
liability for the sinking of the steam- 
ship Titanic, with a loss of 1,600 lives 
and the four years of litigation of 
claimants is brought to an end in a 
final decree handed down today by Fed- 
eral Judge Mayer. Claims totalling 
$18,000,000 had been recorded in the 
federal court by hundreds of claimants 
alleging that the ship was lost through 
the negligence of her navigators. 

Evidence at the trial indicating that 
the disaster was accidental, the claim- 
ants agreed upon the payment to them 
of $665,000 to withdraw their claims 
and consent to the decree filed today 
which holds that the White Star line 
is “not liable to any extent for any 
loss, damage, injurv, destruction or for 
any claim whatsotver.”

Stribling said the young woman lured 
him to California through calling on 
him to keep a promise he had made her 
that whenever she needed him he 
would come to her.

Several weeks were gpent on the bri- 
dal tour, during which the young hus- 
band’s money was evidently exhausted.

Fri- 
day afternoon she appeared before 
Chief Clerk Carter with the grand- 
mother of her husband, a woman 
of 75 years, who, out of her savings, 
offered to pay the amount. Mr. Carter 
would not permit it, holding the young 
man to jail. Renewed efforts to secure 
his release will be made today.

Judge Landis Holds That the 
Baby Was Not Born to 
Mrs. Matters. 


Chicago, July 28.—Margaret Ryan, a 
Canadian working girl, was today de- 
clared by Judge K. M. Landis, of the 
United States district court, to be the 
mother of. a year-old-child that also 
had been claimed by Mrs. Anna Dollie 
Ledgerwood Matters, and a_ dispute 
which caused a half dozen law suits 
was settled. 

As a result of the decision Miss Ryan 
is given custody of Baby Irene, the 
child that had been presented to the 
probate court here by Mrs. Matters as

“We were running along at a good 
rate of speed,” he said, “when sudden- 
Iy the car plunged over the embank- 
ment. I thought it would kill all of 
us. TI felt the car turn completely 
over twice and then hit, bottom side 
up. We were all pinned beneath the 
body, six of us. For a moment we 
were stunned, but soon found that 
aside from a few scratches not one of 
us had received a hurt. 

“We crawled from beneath the ear, 
climbed the bank and began to walk 
toward the city. It was about 2 o’clock 
in «he morning and we thought we 
would have to walk the entire dis- 
tance, but a mail wagon came along 
and we were all picked up.” 

Wallace, Tavior and the others con- 
fessed when they were found by De- 
tective W. F. Harper, stating that the 
machine had been stolen from near the 
Ansley hotel about 19 o'clock by Tay- 
lor and Wallace and that the other 
members of the party had been asked 
to ride. 

Detective began his investi- 
gation of the case Wednesday and 
soon picked up the clue which led to 
the arrest of the party.

Former Mexican Governor Put 
to Death by the Carranza 
Authorities. 


Laredo, ‘Texas, July 
Ramirez, a former governor of the 
Mexican state of Coahuilla and later a 
Villa general, was publicly executed 
on the plaza at Saltillo, Mexico, Mon- 
day afternoon, according to news 
reaching Nuevo Laredo tonight from 
an authoritative source. Ramirez, it 
was stated, had left Mexico with the 
dwindling of Villa’s power and had 
returned recently to offer his services 
to General Carranza when war 0be- 
tween the United States and Mexico 
seemed imminent. 

Ten thousand’ persons, according to 
the report, witnessed the execution. 
Ramirez met death bravely, refusing 
to be blindfolded when stood before 
the firing squad. Efforts were made 
by influential Mexicans at Saltillo to 
save Ramirez's life, a 3,000-word peti- 
tion having been sent, it is stated, di- 
rectly to General Carranza, bur the 
latter declined to intervene with the 
military authorities. Ramirez was a 
member of Re prominent Saltillo 
family. 

Mexican arrivals from the south to- 
day state that many former Villa offi- 
cers who accepted amnesty from the 
Carranza government at the time hos- 
tilities with-the United States seemed 
ossible are making their way to he 
order in fear for their lives. These 
arrivals say General Santis Coy. a 
former Villa follower who was impris- 
oned wpon his return to Saltillo, has 
escaped and has armed several hun- 
dred men and is at the present in 
open revolt against Carranza.

EXGESSIVE HEAT KILLS 
0 PERSUNS IN CHICAGO 


/Hot Spell General in Middle 


West—Deaths at Many 
Points. 


Chicago, July 28.—Excessive heat is 
believed to have caused the deaths of 
fifty-six persons in Chicago during the 
last 24 hours, according to reports 
made tonight by the police and coroner. 
Meanwhile the hot spell continues 
throughout the middle west, with 
deaths and prostrations reported from 
many points. 

Forty deaths were reported itn Chi- 
cago between last midnight and } 
o'clock this afternoon and sixteen were 
reported late last night—all being 
ascribed to the hot weather. Scores of 
persons were prostrated here joday 
with a temperature of 97 degrees as 
the maximum recorded at the weather 
bureau, while street thermometers rex- 
istered 100.

The attorney general tontcht an- 
nounced he was preparing an appeal on 
behalf of Secretary of State Power, 
from the decision rendered yesterday 
by Chancellor Day, in which he held 
the referendum invalid and refused the 
secretary's petition to dissolve an in- 
junction restraining that official from 
taking any action on petitions filed 
July 7, seeking an election to repeal 
those sections of the newly enacted 
prohibition law which limit the ship- 
ment of liquor to any one person and 
prohibit publication of liquor adver- 
tising. 

Chancellor Taylor, in announcing his 
decision upheld the following conten- 
tions of the Mississippi Anti-Saloon 
league, which organization sued out the 
injunction against the secretary of 
state: 

That.the referendum amendment was 
never legally adopted as it did not re- 
ceive a majority of all the votes cast 
at the election of November 3, 1914. 

That two propositions were included 
in the amendment placed before the 
voters, which was contrary to the law 
which says propositions shall be sub- 
mitted separately. 

That the amendment was not self- 
acting and no legislation has been pro- 
vided to put it into effect.

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Fryatt, of the British steamer Brussels, 
caused a painful impression at the Brit- 
ish foreign office. Under the _ instruc- 
tions of Viscount Grey, the foreign sec- 
retary, a note Was dispatched immedi- 
ately to the American embassy request- 
ing that Jameti W. Gerard, the Ameri- 
can ambassado.* at Berlin, procure com- 
plete details of the affair. 

The first intimation of the trial of 
Captain Fryatt was called to the at- 
tention of the foreign office by press 
reports on July 18 to the effect that 
he was to be tried as the result of 
finding on him a watch containing an 
inscription reciting his efforts to ram 
a German submarine. 

From inquiries made of the owners 
of the steamship Wrexham, which Cap- 
tain Fryatt commanded when the al- 
leged incident took place, the foreign 
office learned the captain had with 
him neither a watch nor a letter to the 
effect that he had attempted to ram 
a submarine when he was captured. 
Therefore, officials «here state, the 
charge must have been based on press 
reports. 

When the news that Captain Fryatt 
was to be tried was received, the for- 
eign office immediately sent a note to 
the American ambassador, Walter H. 
Page, requesting that American diplo- 
matic representatives take all neces- 
sary steps to provide for his defense, 
calling attention to the fact that the 
Wrexham’s act in steering toward the 
submarine and forced her to dive was 
essentially defensive and precisely the 
same as if she had used the defensive 
arm which the United States and Great 
Britain hold to be an undoubted right. 

Hurried Trial aud Executl¢ 

No reply was received from AAbas- 
sador Gerard, but the foreign off®ce is 
convinced he acted with his usual 
prompt action. Therefore, it is their 


court-martial to show that while Cap- 
tain Fryatt did not belong to the arm- 
ed forces he had attempted, on March 
28, 1915, to ram the German su/bma- 
rine U-33, near the Maas lightship. 

Captain Fryatt and the first officer 
and the first engineer of the Brussels 
received from the British admiralty 
gold watches for ‘brave conduct,” and 
were mentioned in the house of com- 
mons.

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DEUTSCHLAND WAITING 
FOR NEWS OF BREMEN 


‘Submarine Delaying Departure 
in Order to Hear From 
Sister Ship. 


Baltimore, July 28.—The growing 
impression that the German submarine 
Deutschland was delaying 
her departure for Germany until word 
was received from her sister ship, the 
Bremen, took on the appearance of 
fact today when it was learned from 
a source regarded as reliable that she 
would not sail until official informa- 
tion had been received from the Bre- 
men by her agents here. This seems 
borne out by the statement of Cap- 
tain Koenig at the custom house last 
Wednesday when he was given clear- 
ance, that “circumstances and condi- 
tions over which he or his agents had 
no control,” were delaying his depar- 
ture from this port. 

The Deutschland is loaded, her cargo 
has been carefully trimmed, the ma- 
chinery satisfactorily tested, it is un- 
derstood, and the underwater liner is 
ready to sail on short notice. 

It was also said on good authority 
that the Deutschland would make no 
secret attempt at a get-away, but that 
it was probable she would leave her 
pier during the: daytime in order to 
arrive at the capes under the cover of 
darkness. 

An extra crew today went aboard the 
tug Thomas F. Timmins, which is to 
tow the submarine Deutschland to the 
capes. Afterward a conference was held 
on the tug by Captain Paul Koenig, 
the Deutschland’s commander; Captain 
Krederick Hinsch, of the North German 
Lloyd steamer Neckar, and Captain 
Zach Cullison, of the tugboat. 

A pilot was reperted to have arrived 
at the Deutschland’s pier about the 
time the extra men went on the Tim- 
mins, but officers of the Maryland Pi- 
lots’ association said no pilot had been 
supplied the submarine “as yet,” and 
that none so far had been requisitioned. 

Testing of the submersible’s engines 
continued today.

VALUABLE ROCK DEPOSI 
FOUND IN ATLANTA LO 


Mineral Authorities Believe 
Digging Will Show Feldspar, 


Containing Potash. 


A deposit of rock which, if developed, 
would probably yield thousands of dol- 
lars, was found by accident in the lot 
in the rear of the Georgia News com- 
pany at 85 Walton street yesterday. 

In an excavation which is being made 
for a cellar there is showing a dike of 
white kaolin containing potash. and by 
the formation of the rock it is indi- 
cated that by digging about thirty feet 
a bed of feldspar; which contains 10 
per cent of potash, would be found. And 
since the war began potash has risen 
from $35 to $500 a ton. 

State Geologist S. W. McCallie says 
that feldspar weathers into kaolin, and 
from the fact that potash is found in 
kaolin and that the rocks are tilted at 
an angle of forty-five degrees, it is 
probable that a large bed of the valua- 
ble rock would be found. 

H. A. Field, of Marietta, manager of 
the Southern Stone and Marble com- 
pany, who was in that vicinity, went 
over to inspect the digging and discov- 
ered the white rock. Mr. Field, who is 
somewhat of a miner, said that if he 
had the land out where real estate was 
not worth a thousand dollars a front 
foot, he would think he had struck 
something better than a gold mine. But 
where property is valuable as it is here 
it is of little more than geological in- 
terest, and would probably not pay for 
prospecting. 

Professor McCallie sayg that in this 
region rocks of this kind are frequently 
found, though perhaps not s6 good as 
this one.

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ROAD LAW REVISION. 


In order to get the right kind of good 
roads in Gordon county, Representative V. 
H. Haynes has prepared and will introduce 
a bill amending and revising the Georgia 
road laws so that the county commissioners 
will be given adequate authority in the 
matter of grading and surfacing the main 
highways throughout the county. 

T. M. Boaz, a prominent business man 
and good roads enthusiast of Calhoun, has 
written a letter to each member of the 
general assembly, bespeakineg their support 
and assistance for the measure, which he 
considers of particular importance, not only 
to Gordon, but to practically every other 


_county in the state. In this letter Mr. Boaz 


states that the road law under which many 
of the counties are now working is a com- 
plete failure, so far as getting substantial 
results is concerned. Describing the process 
through which road funds are now wasted, 
Mr. Boaz says: 


We are taxed to build roads, but as re- 
quired by this law, this money is appor- 
tioned to the districts from which it its 
levied. It is expended through the dis- 
trict commissioners and the overseers 
and, broadly speaking, it is wasted, for 
it is spent by men who are often incom- 
petent and have nothing jo work with. 
Judging by the work of some of our 
overseers, their sole aim is to do as little 
as possible in order to draw the county's 
tax road funds from the treasury. 


Mr. Boaz says that all that is needed to 
demonstrate the truth of his assertions is 
merely the inspection of the roads of Gor. 
don county. While the people of that 
county have paid taxes enough to have 
every main public road within it graded, 
with the exception of the Dixie highway, 
which was built by public subscription, 
there is scarcely a mile of graded road in 
Gordon. 

Gordon county does not stand alone. 
There are counties all over the state which 
are frittering away their road funds and 
resources in just this manner, getting no 
practical or lasting results. 

That is why The Constitution has been 
£0 persistent in its opposition to the long 
division of the motor vehicle tax fund which 
is applied to road purposes in, the various 
counties on the basis of rural road mileage. 
Where each county is given a few hundred 
dollars under this division process, it cannot 
be expected to get substantial results. The 
meney is frittered away and so far as any 
permanent good is concerned, practically 
nothing is accomplished. 

With a properly organized state highway 
commission, we might begin to catch up the 
loose ends and ultimately to bring about 
new and better road laws under which more 
substantial and permanent road work might 
be done. 

It is perhaps fortunate at this time that 
we are compelled by circumstances to enact 
a state highway commission law in order to 
secure Georgia's share of the federal appro- 
pridtion for road purposes. If this were not 
the case the possibility is we might not get 
a state road commission for several years to 
come, and road work in Georgia would rock 
along in the same wasteful channels indi- 
cated in the Gordon county case. 

With the commission once constituted, 
there will be some hope of getting road law 
revision that will mean more for good roads 
in Georgia than anything since the convicts 
were put upon road work. 


A DECIDED DIFFERENCE. 


That there is a decided difference be- 
tween the railroad business of today as 
compared with that of a quarter of a century 
ago is well illustrated in a statement attrib- 
uted to President Willard of the Baltimore 
and Ohio system. 

Relating to a meeting of his official staff 
the other day, several incidents illustrating 
the policy of carrying out any contract made 
with a shipper, regardless of the trouble 
‘and expense to which the railroad company 


Any contract made by a railroad with 
a shipper must be carried out the same 
as a contract made between two hon- 
orable business men. 


In reading this simple statement of fact 


“ those who recall the days of rebates and 


| political railroading will be forcibly re: 


minded of the celebrated remark of one of 
the elder Vanderbilts, “The public be d—d.” 

Happily, those days have long since 
passed and the railroad corporation is no 
longer considered a thing separate and apart 
from other business organizations to be 
specially favored because of its bigness; 
but it is looked upon as a business which 
must give and take just the same as any 
other individual, firm or corporation who 
has transactions with others. 

It is at least refreshing that most promi- 
nent railroad officials have themselves come 
to a realization of this fact and are proceed- 
ing upon it, not so much because of legisla- 
tive compulsion as because they well under- 
stand that it is the best business policy. 


GROWTH OF PATRIOTISM. 


Many enlistments for the British army 
have been due to the influence of English 
women, who have worked among the un: 
willing and “brought in recruits.” A corre 
spondent tells of young girls taunting the 
“slackers,” and of instances where they 
made marriage conditional ufon a response 
to the call of ‘“‘king and country.”

It is said that similar instances are on 
record of foreign-born women residents of 
this country imposing like conditions, and 
that if generally followed they will result 
in a surer, more permanent citizenship. 

Recently, in recruiting the ranks of the 
national guard, certain applicants who did 
not fulfill all the military requirements. 
said: “It’s hard to keep from rushing the 
ranks anyhow, with the girls cheering the 
boys on!” | 

Patriotism may seem dormant at times, 
but it only needs the awakening word; and 
that it is mot confined to the native born, 
where the interests of America are at stake, 
is a healthy sign of future growth and na- 
tional prosperity.

WHA INSGELIS LCA UP. 

That insects eat up and destroy some- 
thing like fifty million dollars’ worth of 
property in Georgia every year is the 
startling statement made in the annual re- 
port of State Entomologist E. Lee Worsham, 
just submitted through the chairman of the 
board of entomology, J. D. Price, to the 
governor and legislature. 

Much of this destruction is preventable; 
in fact, it is pointed out that the greater 
part of it can be prevented, if farmers and 
horticulturists will take advantage of the 
results attained through experiments on the 
part of the various entomological depart. 
ments of the state and national zovernment. 

It requires a little effort and a slight ex- 
pense successfully to attack and keep down 
these insect pests. But results have always 
shown that it means money in the pocket 
of the man who makes the effort, not to 
speak of the general good which results 
from the extermination of dangerous and de- 
structive insect pests. 

Georgia has just witnessed a remarkable 


‘instance of this advantage in the handling 


of the peach crop. The fruit, which was 
thoroughly sprayed against insect and fun- 
gus disease attack, was shipped to distant 
markets in perfect condition, despite the 
effect of long continued and injurious rains 
and dampness, and brought the very highest 
market prices. 

What was done with peaches can be done 
with any other Georgia crop. Employment 
of simple preventive methods will keep the 
insects out or limit their number to the 
point where the damage is minimized, thus 
enabling the farmer to make a crop which 
will bring from 25 to 50 per cent more than 
if he carelessly permitted it to be ravaged 
by insect life. 

In addition to all the other insect pests 
and plant diseases with which Georgia has 
for some years had to contend, she has just 
been invaded by the Mexican cotton boll 
weevil, which may or may not bear heavily 
upon this state, according to whether cotton 
planters adopt well-tested and proven meth- 
ods for suppressing it and minimizing its 
destructive effort. The department of ento- 
mology has made a thorough study of the 
weevil and its operations, and has taken 
pains to give the widest publicity to the 
best known and most efficient methods for 
its suppression. The boll weevil cannot be 
eliminated, but Georgia can make a good 
cotton crop in spite of it if it will follow 
directions. It has been done in other states 
after they had suffered severe loss which 
has not yet come to Georgia; and Georgia 
may avoid it altogether if cotton planters 
will take the pains to keep the weevil down. 

So it is with any crop subject to insect 
or disease attack. A little effort and a few 
cents’ worth of the right sort of remedy 
will abundantly increase the yield. The 
state board of entomology will instruct any 
one who wants to know just what to do and 
how to do it, even though it be only in the 
protection of a cabbage crop in a back yard 
garden. 

With a possible saving of something like 
$50,000,000, it is well worth while to write 
the department, ask about it and put the 
restorative methods into prompt and effect- 
ive practice.

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| General Peter W. Meldrim 
And His Wonderful Work 
For Georgia and Her Sons 


Bills. Introduced and 
Passed in Both Branches 
Of the Legislature F riday 


(From The Athens Banner.) 

| One of the ablest Georgians now in public 
life is General Peter W. Meldrim, of Savan- 
nah. His candidacy for congress in the first 
| district of the state gives to the voters in 
that district an opportunity not only to send 
as their representative a man who will rank 
in ability, energy and patriotism alongside 
| the ablest and the best of the nation’s law- 
| makers, but also to confer merited honor 
upon one whose whole life has been filled 
with deeds of unselfish service. 

Over and above all, General Meldrim is a 
Georgian. To the very best traditions of our 
Zreat commonwealth he has been loyal in 
thought and deed from the days when, as a 
young ‘boy he attended the University of 
Georgia even to this hour when he has be- 
hind him a record of which no man need 
be ashamed.

The secretar) 
was vested. under the terms of the act of 
congress, with the power to distribute the 
fund. and he had ordered it to be divided 
equally between the two races Secretary 
Noble changed the distribution to two-thirds 
to the whites and one-third to the negroes 
The sum now annua!ly appropriated by con- 
gress to this state is $50.900, two-thirds of 
which goes to the university and is used for 
the support and maintenance of the College 
of Agriculture and the Mecnanic Arts: tne 
remainine one-third goes to the negroes. 
This fund is net available except in accord- 
ance wit the act of congress, and by the 
terms thereof, an equitable part of it must 
be given to the negroes This fund has 
been administered for over twenty-five 
years by General Meldrim, free of any charge 
bv him, and with the result that at the rate 
of two-thirds of $50,000, for twenty-five 
vears there has been secuyed for the indus- 
trial education of the white bovs of Georgia 
over $800,000. 

General Meldrim has been 
president of the board of trustees 
Georgia Industrial College for Colored 
Youths and as such has rendered conspicu- 
ous service to the state. There is sometimes 
a tendency on the part of citizens for criti- 
cising anyone connected in any was with the 
education of the negro, but even with them 
criticism falls when it is directed against 
one who ts doing such a work as that of 
General Meldrim. It does not take long 
one to see that it is hetter to direct such 
an institution than to allow it to be directed 
hy those antagonistic to the best traditions 
of the white neople of the south. Such has 
heen the work of General Meldrim and his 
associates in charfe of the direction of the 
affairs of the negro college at Savannah. 
And their work has been successful and has 
borne good fruits. 

Instead of allowing sum of 
money to be spent in a harmful 
wav. Georgia has handled the situation in 
a splendid manner, and that institution 1s 
managed according to the !deas of southern 
white men. and both negroes and white neo- 
ple are benefited thereby Such conditions 
call for patriotic service men who ordi- 
narilv might shirk such duties, but General 
Meldrim its no shirker. Every hour devoted 
to his duties as president of the board of 
trustees of that institution has been an hour 
in which his first thought has been the wel- 
fare of Georgia brought about through a 
wise settlement of race problems. In this 
work he has been conspicuously a_ public 
servant doing a natriotic duty. 

In military affairs. General—Meldrim has 
alwavse taken a lively interest. He is not 
lof a warlike disposition nor is he one who 
believes in peace at any price Ite has al- 
wavs belleved in the voung men of the state 
being made ready to respond to duty’s call 
and in him the Georgia militia and national 
genard have always found a firm friend 

Concerning his success in his chosen pro- 
feesion, comment is .scarcely necessary. 
Among all the great lawvers of the state 
he holds high rank. He started at the bot- 
tom and by perseverance, ability. enerey and 
square dealing he came to the top.

We believe there is very little sentiment 
in the state against the bill -now pending 
in the Georgia house of representatives pro- 
viding for submission to the people of a con- 
stitutional amendment under the provisions of 
which college endowments would be exempt 
from taxation. 

The broad view of this important ques- 
tion must take into consideration the fact 
that colleges are among the greatest build- 
ers the state has or can have. It is no loss 
of money to the state to relieve the endow- 
ment funds of institutions of higher learn- 
ing of taxation, for the colleges are equip- 
ping young men and women for business 
and professional careers of which the state 
cannot fail to be the very largest Denefi- 
ciary. When one considers what the loss to 
Georgia would be if the state were to be 
deprived suddenly of, say, ten thousand citi- 
zens in constructive walks whose intellects 
have been trained in the colleges and univer- 
sities of this and other states, the true sig- 
nificance of the movement to exempt col- 
lege endowments from taxation can be bet- 
ter appreciated. 

The bill ought to pass. The fact that 
one of similar intent was not passed long 
ago, thereby placing Georgia on an equality 
with other progressive states, has deprived 
the state’s institutions of higher learning 
of large sums that would, under other con- 
ditions, have been added‘ to their- endow-

It is impossible to find - 
the address of the owners of property who 
reside out of the county in which it is le- 
cated. [ have searched the tax books at 
the siate capitol and find no address: I have 
written to the tax receivers and tax collect- 
ors, and failed to get the addresses of non- 
residents. A law of this kind will do more 
to equalize taxes than any law that could 
be passed.

GREAT TRADE BALANCE 
FOR UNITED STATES 


_————- 


Fiscal Year Closes With $2,- 
136,000,000 in Favor of 
American Exporters. 


Washington, July 28.—Foreign trade 
of the United States closed its great- 
est year in history June 30 with a 
balance of $2,136,000,000 in favor of 
American exporters. The year's ex- 
ports aggregated $4,334,000,000, the de- 
partment of commerce today an- 
nounced, and imports were valued at 
2,198,000,000. The trade balance was 
double that of last year and four times 
that of 1914. Exports exceeded those 
of last vear by $1,500,000. 

The exact foreign trade figures an- 
nounced, differing slightly from pre- 
liminary estimates, show@®the year’s e¢x- 
ports exceed the annual average from 
1911 to 1914 by more than $2,000,000. 
Gold imports for the year aggregated 
$404,000,000, compared with $26,000,000 
last year. ‘ 

In June exports amounted to $465,- 
000.000, an increase of about $200,000, - 
000 over last June, but a decrease of 
about $10,000,000 from May. 

Imports for the year, $2,198,000,000, 
exceeded by $524,000,000 the 1915 total 
and the annual average from 1911 to 
1914 by $475,000,000. June imports were 
valued at $246,000,000, the largest ever 
shown in a single month, being $17,- 
000,000 more than the figures for May 
and $88,000,000 more than those of 
June, 1910. 

Of the imports for the year, 68 per 
cent entered free of duty, compared 
with 62 per cent in 1915. The inward 
sold movement in June was $114,000,000 
ond $404,000,000 for the year. The pre- 
ceding fiscal year showed net gold im- 
ports of $25,000,000, while 1914 showed 
a gold export of about $45,000,000.

Detectives Begin Campaign on 
Jamaica Ginger Sales With- 
out Prescription.

Charging violations of the state pro- 
hibition laws in the sale of bottles of 
Jamaica ginger, labeled as contain- 
ing 95 per cent alcohol, without the re- 
quired prescription from a legally qual- 
ified physician, Detective Sergeant 
Waggoner, with Detectives Vickery and 
Hamby, placed clerks of three uptown 
drug stores under arrest Friday after- 
noon. 

The men were arrested following 
sales at the Jackson Drug company, 
30 Marietta street: Roper’s Drug store, 
corner of Wall and Pryor streets, and 
Gunter-Watkins Drug company, at 
Peachtree and Walton streets. They 
are H. C. Stewart, 97 Gordon street: 
J. Cc. Crumley, Kirkwood, Ga., and 
R. B. Thibadeau, 50 Kennesaw avee- 
nue. 

The investigation followed informa- 
tion received by Sergeant Waggoner 
from the wife of a man who had been 
coming home under the influence of 
some alcoholic. A search of his clothes 
revealed several small! bottles of Ja- 
maica ginger. The wife called the de- 
tectives, and, after a consultation with 
Chief Mayo, the arrests began. 

“We intend -to arrest every drug 
clerk who sells the ginger without a 
prescription,” Waggoner stated. “To- 
day’s cases mark the beginning of a 
campaign to break up the present vio- 
lations.” 

The prohibition law allows the sale 
of certain drugs containing large per- 
centages of alcohol, but requires that 
they be sold upon prescription only.
